
Academic satisfaction rate 
high among UTM alumni

Al>out 92 percent of l TM s 
graduates are satisfied witn 
their college education, ac¬ 
cording to a recent survey 
conducted by the Tennessee 
Higher Education Com 
mission iTHEO 

The results showed that we 
have 92 percent satisification 
among our graduates,’ 
Chancellor Larry T McGehee 
stated We have been told 
unofficially that we had the 
highest satisfication rate in 
the state 

The state wide survey of 
1973-74 graduates of Ten¬ 
nessee colleges and univer 
sides was made to ‘measure 
the effectiveness of higher 
education in Tennessee." 
according to the report, 
published in April of this year 

The report first gave a 
profile of the graduates that 
were surveyed, including in 
formation concerning sex, 
age. race and financial anti 
working stature 

Besides the satisfaction 
factor, the survey also showed 
other things about 1973-74 
graduates. A majority of the 
students graduating at the 
associate, oachelor and 
master level, make under 
$7,500, while those graduating 
with a doctorate gross over 
$10.000 per year 

The survey asked what 
importance graduates placed 
on various reasons for pur 
suing a degree, and how well 
do graduates feel their college 
exj>erience has helped them in 
achieving these goals 

Graduates were asked to 
rate seven reasons for pur 
suing a degree, according to 
their personal perception The 
reasons receiving the highest 
ratings were educational 
growth and vocational and 
professional growth The 
survey also found correlations 
Ik* tween 

1 Grade-point average and 
an emphasis on educational 
and intellectual purposes i in 
pursuing a degree) 

2 Out of class activity and 
the importance of social and 
personal goals 

3 Major area and emphasis 
on vocational goals 

4 Entering another degree 
program and the importance 
ot educational goals 

While graduates indicated 
that they place more im 
portance on the educational 
and vocational aspects of 
college-going. responses. 


according to the report in 
dieated that the greatest 
progress attained while 
pursuing <i degree t ame in 
educational, aesthetic and 
cultural, vocational and 
professional and intellectual 
areas 

The report also pointed out 
students’ and graduates' 
concern for practical ex 
perience of faculty members 
A number of graduates 
suggested that universities 
keep a closer eye' on the 
quality ot the instructors and' 
get rid of deadwood some 
tenured facult> 1 
Graduates had a number ot 
suggestions to improve 
college and university 
programs These ranged from 
dropping required courses., 
Required courses were a 
waste of time" to "more 
practical experiences, 
more and earlier field ex 
periences. and "more 
practical instruction, and less 
theory and philosophy 


The lejxirt also stated that 
th»* minorities 'Aero un 
derrepresentod at all degree 
levels but that the survey did 
not indicate the extent ot 
minority retention 

The report concluded with 
five recommendations to the 
Tennessee Higher Education 
Commission, including 

1 Longitudal research 
addressing the question of 
minority retention now under 
way > 

2 Planning for the future of 
Tennessee higher education 
should include a broader 
concept oi the age ot the 
clientele served 

3 Colleges and universities 
need to lx* continually aware 
of student work patterns w hen 
developing class schedules 
and student personnel ser 
vices 

4 More attention should t* 
given to rising tuition costs 

5 Institutions might con 
sider providing more op¬ 
portunities tor field ex 


periences and more options in 
developing degree programs 

I'he report also made four 
ohservaliens concerning 
graduates and their careers 
These included the ob 
nervation th.it graduates who 
participated heav.lv m extra 
curricular activities tended to 
be more satisfied with their 
degree programs 

The report also stated that 
reports in the popular press 
notwithstanding graduates 
who have attained higher 
degrees have a higher rate ot 
employment Also, the report 
points out that two thirds ot 
the graduates are employed in 
Tennessee, often in the 
communities where they 
attended school 

Finally the report notes 
that most graduates found 
their college education greatly 
contributed to their growth in 
cultural areas, including 
literature, music art ami 
drama

New department added; 
academic goals changing 


measure, Che new department wouJd, In all 
probability, still be in the preliminary planning 
stages Indeed, all those involved with the 
formulation and pending activation of the new 
program deserve only the highest degree of 
praise for their relentless efforts 
The department is now approaching its 
finalized form and becoming ready to be in¬ 
stitutionalized as a viable course of study for 
students at UTM The same amount of at 
tention which was an integral part of its in¬ 
ception should be applied to the mechanical 
aspects of the program as well Not only should 
the number of instructors be increased to 
properly satisfy the expanding needs of the 
communications department, but the quality of 
those in instructional positions should also be 
re-evaluated This is not to imply that the 
majority of those presently teaching com 
munications courses are lacking in any 
significant respect, however Rather, it is an 
attempt to point out that a re-evaluation of a 
small minority of those presently holding 
teaching positions may be necessary to assure 
the students that they are receiving the 
education they will need in order to succeed in 
the communications field Such a measure is 
essential if the effectiveness of the new 
department is to be maintained at its optimum 
level 


Also dealing with the apparent change in 
academic direction at UTM is the expansion 
and subsequent restructuring of the law 
program This can be viewed as similar effort 
by UTM educators to concentrate more on the 
quality of the course* offered than with the 
number of students enrolled in those courses It 
should be noted, however, that the increase in 
the number of student* enrolling in the prelaw 
program is the central reason behind the 
program' s expansion When completed the 
pre law program at UTM should be a much 
more extensive organization capable of 
achieving goals that were thus far unat 
tamable 


The proposed creation of a communications 
and fine art* department serves to justify the 
assertion that UTM's academic emphasis may 
at least be changing from concern for mere 
numbers to concern for greater quality and 
diversity 

The establishment of a communications and

Food services praised 


for establishing Pizazz 


The UTM Food Service Department is to be 

highly commended for its initiative in the 
establishment of Pizazz, the new night snack 
bar located adjacent to the Pacer Pantry 

After a seemingly endless era of constant 
criticism from the student body, the Food 
Services Department has accomplished 
something that may give it a somewhat better 
reputation on the UT Martin campus 

The idea for Pizazz, which is essentially a 
new concept in UTM food services, was taken 
from a similar institution located at Auburn 
Almost needless to say, Pizazz is going over 
great with the students at UTM Not only does it 
allow’ the student to purchase reasonably good 
food at a fine price, but it also provides an 
atmosphere conducive to socializing 
something many consider to be lacking in the 
cafeteria 

Pizazz could also be a means of reducing food 


prices, since it takes fewer dollars to operate 
than does the cafeteria A comparison of the 
number of personnel required to operate each 
facility easily reveals this to be true And since 
7 30 to 11:30 is not a particularly demanding 
time for food services, Pizazz is the perfect 
alternative to keeping the cafeteria open for 
four additional non-profit hours The fact that 
students may charge their food also adds to the 
convenience of Pizazz as a place to eat on the 
run 

The fact that Pizazz is rapidly being accepted 
at UTM on a large scale is a sure sign that the 
Food Services Department is becoming more 
responsive to the desires of the college com 
munity, and subsequently earning greater 
respect from those it was created to serve

brothers joined together to 
promote brotherhood, soccer, 
international understanding 
and other worthy causes. 

They mostly looked at me in 
silence, understanding thia 
part of their great miaaion and 
accepting the challenge 

"And" I continued, " thl* 
brotherhood stuff is great, but 
genlemen, we will play four 
teams on our fall schedule snd 
the wsy we Americans play 
our games is to win! We play 
to kill the other team. To leave 
carcasses of the other team on 
the field. To win the right to 
keep our trophy without 
having to keep it in hiding .” 

“Some day,” I continued, 
“if we win and continue 
winning, we will have real 
coaches and real uniforms and 
training tables and letter 
jackets and get to play In a 
real stadium with real grass 
But first, we must take that 
first small step and, gen¬ 
tlemen, that first small step 
entails a brutal massacre of 
Murray State University.”

not neglect to apply, saying, 
"We're sure other openings 
can be developed for other 
majors that apply." 

"Cooperative education is a 
program for undergraduate 
students," Morris stated 
Requirements include at¬ 
tendance at UTM for at least 
two quarters (one quarter for 
a transfer student >. and to be 
above average academically, 
she explained. 

Another facet of the 
program is to work in your 
field of study for at least five 
quarters 

"After five successful work 
periods up to nine hours credit 
can be earned," she con¬ 
tinued After five work 
periods, five hours of credit 
can be given and are sub¬ 
tracted from the total hours 
needed to graduate, she 
outlined, and for each of two 
additional quarters, two credit 
hours can be earned, making 
nine hours the total of possible 
hours awarded for seven work 
periods 

There is an advisor for each 
of the co-op instructional 
units, which include: 
agriculture, biological 
sciences, business ad¬ 
ministration, chemistry, 
criminal justice, engineering, 
engineering technology, 
geoscience, history, 
mathematics, and political 
science, Morris said. 

"Alternating quarters," 
Morris explained, is the 
schedule for work assignment 
and attending college. 

“It gives you a chance to 
work alongside professionals 
in every area," she said, 
adding. “It’s good to learn 
early in your college career 
whether you’re in the right 
major." 

About 20 bulletin boards, 
labeled "Employment 
Opportunities," have had 
leaflets posted concerning 
cooperative education and 
more information is available 
in Room 260 of the University 
Center, the Office of 
Cooperative Education and 
Placement, Morris stated.

A maximum of three 
stqdents will be nominated 
from the University of Ten¬ 
nessee at Martin. These ap¬ 
plications along with ap¬ 
plications from participating 
institiutions will be reviewed 
by a state committee. The 
committee will la ter interview 
applicants in Nashville and 
select 19 to participate in the 
internship program 

“We can nominate three 
from UTM because of our 
size. Right now I have two 
people: Lee Abernathy and 
Larry Gofoe who are in¬ 
terested in the Tennessee 
Legislative Internship 
Program,” Mosch stated. "I 
would like to see applicants 
from each school of 
education.” 

Transcripts of college work 
and two appraisals are 
prerequisites for applying for 
the program. In addition to 
academic qualifications, 
selection is based on each 
applicant’s expected potential 
for professional research. 

Interns will be appointed for 
the 1978 legislative session for 
the period January 3 until one 
week following adjournment 
of the General Assembly. This 
may extend through two 
academic quarters. 

The internship will include 
seminars on state government 
and legislative leadership and 
committees focusing on 
legislative duties and 
processes 

"Interns will be assigned to 
working committees on either 
the Senate or the House," 
Mosch explained "A com¬ 
mittee may ask them to do 
research on bills, prepare 
speeches for debates, follow¬ 
up complaints, and perform 
basic clerical office duties." 

“The program has im¬ 
proved in terms of better 
organization and being more 
sophisticated,” Mosch con¬ 
tinued. "It’s really ad¬ 
vantageous and presents a 
realistic view of the 
legislature." 

An average 0 f nine to 12 
semester hours (or the 
equivalent) will be awarded to 
students who participate in 
the Tennessee Legislative 
Internship Program. 

“Up to nine credit hours 
plus three hours for in¬ 
dependent study with several 
courses making a maximum 
of 12 hours per quarter 
possible," Mosch explained. 

There will also be a non 
taxable stipend of 5390 a 
month paid plus reim¬ 
bursement for travel at the 
rate of 15 cents a mile for 
travel between the intern’s 
home institution and Nashville 
i limited to one trip per week). 

Students will be graded on 
papers written and per¬ 
formance for the legislature. 

"If I see a trend in the 
country, I think it is a trend for 
internships, and I’m very 
happy to see the incorporation 
at UTM of an intern program 
combining political science 
and business." Mosch said. 

Applications for the Ten¬ 
nessee Legislative Internship 
Program are available in G3D 
of the Engineering Physical 
Science Building and must be 
submitted by October 14 For 
further information contact 
Ted Mosch at 587-7743.

TTiis quarter’s second Open 
Forum topic. “The History of 
Comic Strips in America,” 
will be presented October 11, 
in Room 132C of the University 
Center, according to Walter 
Haden, director of the forum.

"Til attempt to show 
the influence of comic strips 
as art form in other forms of 
art, including music, fiction, 
fads and certainly 
vocabulary.” 

“There will be visuals to 
illustrate the evolution of 
comic strips,” he continued. 
“I have an excellent film 
which will accompany the 
lecture ” 

Open Forum is traditionally 
held in Room 132C of the 
University Center (a room 
connecting with the cafeteria) 
with a Dutch treat lunch 
beginning at 12 noon and the 
speaker introduced at 12:25, 
Haden said. 

The program for October 18 
will be conducted by Marvin 
Downing from the history 
department, but after the 18th 
the schedule is very tentative, 


Haden explained 

“It (the program for the 
18th) will have to do with his 
(Downing’s) research in West 
Tennessee into local history," 
Haden commented. "He's 
(Downing) been interested in 
reconstructing the history of 
communities that no longer 
exist.” 

The research concerns 
towns in West Tennessee that 
were once thriving, but have 
become deserted, perhaps a 
burg that once had a post 
office but the post office was 
discontinued, Haden 
therorized 

Open Forum, now in its 
third year, is “an informal 
meeting of students, faculty, 
and staff devoted to academic 
and intellectual discussion, in 
general," he explained 

Clarifying the "in general" 
Haden said that some of the 
programs have been just 
entertainment and cited a fast 
gun artist who gave a 
program last year. 

“The unique feature of Open 
Forum is its zero budget," he 
continued. “It does not have 
dues - no formal 
organization.” 

“It's a student organization 
as well as faculty and staff,” 
Haden stressed “We have 
student programs.” 

"As far as I know.thisisthe 
only place on campus where a 
person can hear most of the 
faculty speak without signing 
up for a course,” Haden 
commented. “It's the only 
opportunity on campus to hear 
faculty members, staff and 
students in this kind of set¬ 
ting."

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Goal set at $35 million 
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Tennessee Tomorrow planned

An unprecedented *35 million 
fund raising campaign for the 
University of Tennessee, 
known as the "Tennessee 
Tomorrow" Fund, was ap¬ 
proved September 23 by the 
UT Board of Trustees 
UT President Edward J. 
Boling said the campaign will 
be the first of its kind in the 83- 
year history of UT 

"Virtually all state-assistedl 
institutions of ' higher 
education find it necessary to 
seek financial help from 
private sources," Boling said 
‘ But this is the first time, to 
our knowledge, that a multi- 
campus university, physically 
located in all parts of the 
state, is attempting to obtain 
such support for an entire 
university system.” 

Boling emphasized "the 
urgent need to obtain major 
support for UT from in¬ 
dividuals, corporations, 
philanthropic foundations, 
and other organizations 
among both Tennessee and

national sources to advance 
essential UT programs and 
projects not fundable by 
government ” 

Support for the 233 million 
program will be sought in 
pledges to be completed 
during a three-to-five-year 
period according to the 
donors' wishes 

"The scope of the Ten¬ 
nessee Tomorrow program is 
very broad, enabling us to 
bring together special needs 
throughout the UT system and 
the special interests of con¬ 
tributions to maintain the 
strength of the University of 
Tennessee now and in the 
future.” Boling said. 

Dr. Frank Bowyer- 
chairman of the Board's 
committee for development, 
public relations, and alumni 
affairs - said the campaign's 
$35 million goal and the un¬ 
derlying objectives are 
"entirely realistic.” He said 
this is due to the favorable 
results of intensive planning 
since last January and 
the prior studies by the UT-

Former chairman of the 
board of the Exxon Cor¬ 
poration, J.K Jamieson, will 
present an address to UTM 
students and faculty next 
Thursday, October 13. 

The address, encompassing 
“energy related topics," will 
begin at 11 a.m. in the Gooch 
Hall auditorium, according to 
Nick Dunagan, executive 
director of university 
relations and development. 

Dunagan explained that the 
address was arranged by 
UTM development com¬ 
mitteeman Alexander Head, a 
friend of Jamieson. Expense 
for the address will also be 
paid by Head. 

"Ken Jamieson is one of the 
most knowledgeable in¬ 
dividuals in the nation in 
regard to the energy problems 
that face our country," Head 
said. "He is looking forward to 
visiting the campus and 
talking with students." 

Beginning his career in 
1932, as Dunagan explained, 
Jamieson worked his way up 
Exxon and became company 
president in 1965 From 1969 
1975 he served as chairman of 
the board and chief executive 
officer. Jamison currently 
resides in Houston. Texas 
“I think Mr. Jamieson is 
probably one of the most 
qualified individuals in the 
country to speak on the energy 
crisis,” Dunigan concluded

Columbia, the poetic per¬ 
sonification of the United 
Statesjs a tarnished gem of an 
oily ocean, but it is a rather 
unique gem which grew, 
glistening out of crazy ideas 
'like the one Christopher 
Columbus had. 

Columbus, born in Genoa, 
Italy in 1451, the first son of 
Domenica and Susana 
Columbus, was not the first 
man to lay eyes on the gem; 
Eric the Red and Lief 
Erickson-if I can figure out 
which had precedence, -were 
But that was around the year 
1000 AD, and until 1492, most 
Europeans still did not know 
where America was 


The big idea Columbus had 
seem simple in retrospect. He 
proposed that if the world was 
indeed round-and those ex¬ 
perts in the young science of 
geography agreed- then he 
could reach the Orient by 
sailing not east, but west He 
told everybody who’d listen 
including King John of Por¬ 
tugal. that Libson was only 
3000 miles from the Orient. We 
know now that this estimate 
was off, but Columbus never 
flew a plane the eleven 
thousand miles from Libson to 
Japan. 


What he did do was go to 
Spain and secure three ships 
from the Spanish King Fer¬ 
dinand and Queen Isabelleand 
set out from Palos. Spain, on 
August 3, 1492 His ships were 
engineless, being powered by 
sails They lacked creature 
comforts-the Trailways bus 
leaving Martin beats the trip 
for sheer comfort six ways on 
Sunday. The ships were 
unequipped with a long to 
measure distance, or sextants 
for celestial navigation, but 
they were equipped with the 
greatest fire hazard ever-a 
fire in a wooden firebox on the 
deck of a wooden ship The 90 
men of the Pinta, the Nina. 

and the Sant Maria had a 
heavy deck stacked against 
them as they ventured out of 
sight of land It was no wonder 
that those old salts were more 
afraid of getting lost and 
unable to return against the 
wind than that of dragons or of 
falling off a fiat earth Thev 

threatened to mutiny several 
times, but their commander, a 
religous man. placed trust in 
Divine Providence and sailed 
on. On the 12th of October. 
1492, land was sighted
